After the Invocation by Rev. Hoff-

The banquet finished the guests were 
called to order by James Spink, presi- 
dent of the alumni.

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London, May 25.—Lord Robert«’ in- 
iantry advance is delayed at the lihe- 
noster river for a day or two by the 
(depth of the stream, which is not ford­ 
able. The banks, which are precipitous, 
are 40 feet high. 
A pontoon and tem­ 
porary bridge constructions are under 
w ay. 


The British troops are in the form 
of .a.cresccnt, with horns 30 miles apart, 
•witji Gen. French’s cavalry on the left 
W'itliin 23 miles of the Vaal, and Gen. 
Ian Hamilton's mounted men on the 
right, within 30 miles of the Vaal. The 
center of the crescent is about 40 miles 
from tbe Vaal. 
Seventy 
or 
eighty 
miles to the left Lord Methuen is ad­ 
vancing up the Vaal. Boer telegrams 
say that 3,000 British, with ten guns, 
are near Vreedefort, which is close to 
the Vaai and close to Parys. 


BrldKvw DeMtroyed. 


The railway has not been damaged 
to any great extent between Kroon- 
stad and Khenoster. The Transvaalers 
have offentled the Free Staters by de­ 
stroying their splendid bridges when 
retiring to Kroonstad. They refrained 
from doing this on the retreat to lihe- 
noster, but now they are destroying 
the railroad and bridges almost com­ 
pletely north of the Khenoster. The 
JJoer rear guard was composed of Eus- 
pians, to whom was committed the 
task of destroying the bridges. They 
also looted freely. 


llocr Uloveiiieiitii U nknoivn. 


What the Boers are doing is an ab- 
polute mystery. The embargo of news 
out of Pretoria for the last 24 hours 
has been complete. Such shreds of in­ 
formation as the Correspondent« at 
Lourenzo Marques have picked up do 
r o t illuminate the Boer designs and 
dispositions further than 
that 
the 
movement toward Lydenburg contin­ 
ues and tliat a referendum on the ques­ 
tion of continuing the war is going on 
among the Boer fighting men. It may 
be a fortnight before the results of 
this are fully before the Transvaal gov­ 
ernment. If the EniHi.<h view of Boer 
discouragement is one-half right, the 
Boers will vote to quit. 


The R elief of M afeklnv. 


Mafeking, Thursday, May 
17, 
via 
Kimberley. — The British 
relieving 
iorce occupied this 
town 
at 
nine 
o’clock. 
The 
garrison 
immediately 
moved out with 12-pounders and pom­ 
poms and attacked McMullin’s laager. 
The Boers resi.sted weakly for half an 
hour and then lied in disorder, leaving 
their tents, wagon« and impedimenta. 
The British then oceuj)ied all the Boer 
positions. 
Col. Baden-Powell gave the 
garrison an opportunity of revenging 
themselves, usin^ th^ relief force as 
a reserve and as f upjiorts. Men and 
women swarn ;*d to the housetops, and 
Lad}' Sarah Wilson, on a bicycle, ac­ 
companied tie tr(i! t)s a- far as the 
Boer lines 
The t(i\ ii 
1 formeu 
up in the ma ket Sij. ure fwi ihe march 
past the reliet i\jree. 'I here was im­ 
mense enthusiasm over the fact that 
the relief of the place was accomplished 
by colonials. 


ProvlKioim Are F le n tlfiil. 


As the railway is now open north of 
Mafeking, an al)undance of provisions 
is entering the town, plenty of flour 
and meat and a few luxuries. The tel­ 
egraph niesi^ages will probably come 
from Mafeking direct over the north­ 
ern route in a day or two.

The firm is a member of the 
stock, cotton and produce exchanges 
and of the Chicago stock exchange, and 
has branch offices in about 30 cities 
throughout the United States. 
The 
failure is ascribed to the fact that the 
firm was long on cotton in the face of a 
fast falling market. A notice on the doors 
of the offices of the company referred 
all inquirers to William J. Curtis and 
William N. Cromwell, assignees. 
Mr. 
Cromwell said late Thursday afternoon 
that it was impossible to make any 
statement at that hour concerning the 
condition of the firm; that its business 
is very extended, and covers several 
branch agencies. 
The total liabilities, 
he said, are about $13,000,000, nearly all 
of which was secured. He added that 
a statement would be 
submitted to 
creditors at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment. 


The firm is composed of Theodore H. 
Price. William G. McCormick, R. G. M. 
Stewart-Wortley and Walter W. Price, 
with George Crocker, of San Francisco, 
a special partner, on an investment of

believes when these facts are made 
known to the court the case against 
himself and the other three men will 
be dismissed.

The enumerators for this city 


Shows His Methods of Doing Busi­ 
ness Are Peculiar. 


Lansing, May 25.—Ell Sutton had 
anything but a pleasant time yesterciay. 
After admitting that he and Marsh 
gave W hite a diamond ring, he said 
that It was in the way of reciprocaiion 
for W hite’s gallantry in giving him an 
army ‘appoiatment with the pay of 
lieutenant-colonel. His (Sutton’s) war 
record consisted of taking charge of 
the military office In Detroit. 
Sutton 
said that he also felt that he could 
atTord to do something nice for his old 
friend, seeing that he had given him 
$250 for the loan of $2,500 for a month. 


Tuttle then went at the witness with 
a rapid cross questioning and succeeded 
in tangling Sutton to a considerable 
extent. 
He tried to get witness to say 
when he saw Marsh about the sale of 
the state goods, but witness was evasive 
and couldn’t name the day. 


He spoke of notes from Marsh and 
W hite, and when Tuttle asked him to 
produce them Sutton said that he had 
destroyed all letters, both business and 
personal, much to his regret. 


Asked about the dates of his conver­ 
sation with W hite regarding that $2,- 
500 loan, witness could not fix any date. 
Tuttle asked him why he could fix 
some dates so distinctly and could not 
remember others at all, and witness 
replied that he had looked up what he 
considered the important dates In the 
case. 


When witness said he had assign- 
.nents of W hite’s Interest in Detroit 
property and the W hite *Sc W hite Co. 
4S security for the loan, Tuttle brought 
out the fact that they were not record­ 
ed and therefore worthless as security 
csutton explained that the reason he 
did not file them was that he had ab?o 
lute confidence in W hite’s integrity 
Tuttle then asked, seeing that he had 
such confidence in his friend, beside 
the ample security, why he didn’t let 
White have the $3,0U0 that he asked 
for, to which Sutton replied that he 
couldn’t, say what Influenced his mind 
at that time. 


Municipal 
railway matters 
were 
given some attention and Sutton ad­ 
mitted that he acted as agent for the 
commission in the 
matter, 
paying 
about $4,000 of the Indebtedness con­ 
tracted. 
When asked where he got 
the money he replied that he thougiit 
he got It from General Manager Hutch­ 
ins, of the street railway company, but 
was not positive. 


Sutton gave his version of his trip to 
New York September 10,at which time, 
he said, Tom Johnson paid him a sum 
of money, after which he 
hurried 
home, as he didn’t want to carry such 
sum around with him any longer 
than he had to. Tuttle developed the 
fact that after Sutton got home on the 
10th he failed to deposit the money at 
once, staling that he was too busy, and 
that he carried it around until the 
12th. Tuttle got further admissions 
from witness tending to show that some 
of his methods of transacting business 
were peculiar. 


Judge W lest overruled the objec­ 
tion of the defense, and permitted Tut­ 
tle to ask Sutton what he told the 
grand jury In certain connections.
